THIS RIOT GREW

12th inst. G. M. Stringer, pow deceased, 
proprietor of the alliauce warehouse, — is 
justoulside of the corporation, who had a 
drayman hauling cotton to said warehouse 
from within the incorporation, upon being 
notified that it was against the ordinance, re- 
fused to hau) further and threw up his job. 
Thereupon G./ M. Stringer said that he would 
DRIVE THE DRAY HIMSELF, 
independent of the town authorities. He then 
undertook to drive the dray, and Marshal 
Domingos told him to consider himself under 
arrest, and he would help him u nload the cot- 
ton which hedid. After this Stringer re- 
sisted arrest, and jumped on the mar- 
shal with his knife. A _ tussel ensued, 
the marshal receiving a slight wound across the 
right cheek and inflicting a slight wound on 
Stringer’s head withaclub. The marshal and 
deputy marshal subsequently arrested Stringer, 
carried him before his honor, aud he was con 
victed and appealed to the circuit court of 
Henry courty. He then took out a warrant 
for Domingos and the deputy for assault with 
intent to murder, which was set for hearing 
today. Upon the calling of the case today it 
was continued until tomorrow. Immediately 
afterward this difficulty occurred. On the i2th 
the alliunce 
THREATENED TO ENTER THE TOWN 
and run the drays, regardless of the tax, and 
wore at the trial today in great numbers, three 
hundred strong, and armed with pistols and 
elubs.. They did no overt act as a body, but 
their presence stimulated those who broke the 
law, and brought down 
YENGEANCE ON THEIR HEADS. 
The alliance felt that they ought to have the 
tight of free drayage to their warehouse. 

The mayor said: 

“The first of the difficulty was B. Stringer, 
standing with alarge knife in his hand, and 
the marshal went forward, but before reach- 
ing Stringer he made at Domingos with his 
knife, whereupon Domingos commenced to 
use his club, and succeeded in bringing 
Stringer tu the ground. At that time G. M. 
Stringer stepped up with a _ pistol 
wrapped in a handkerchief. I stepped between 
him and Domingos, and toldhim to stop. He 
punched me with the barrel of his pistol, and 
warned me to stand out of bis way or he would 
shoot me, which I did, and immediately 
THE FIRST SHOTS 
Walker falling 
ground, who was accidentally killed. 
At that period they began clubbing 
each other over their heads with their pistols, 
when the parties were separated and began 
firing at each other again, and fired until 
Stringer fell, the fatal shot striking him just 
over the lefteye. This was G. M. Stringer. 
At that time Wm. Newberry, another alliance 
man, stepped up and began firing at Domingos, 
inflicting a mortal wound. Newberry also 
shot at Parker Powell, who turned 
FIRED BACK AT HIM, 
missing bis mark. The fivein the fight were 
Domingos, Powell, the two Stringers and 
William Newberry. The others wounded 
Were from the shotsof this quintette.”’ 

Dothen isa small town about one year old, 
With 800 people, having sprung into existence 
in anticipation of the Alabama Midland rail- 
toad, which now runs in half a mile of its 
public streets. There has been no feud what- 
éver between the alliance and the town, On 
the other hand 

THE BEST OF FEELING 
has existed and only the spot about the city 
ordinance in reference to dry license, has set 
the country hereabout upon its ear. Mayor 
Crawford who is a very intelligent gentleman, 
avers that the people of the town sincerely 
regret the occurrence. He feels that by 
this murderous aff ray the town is 
Placed before the world with an unenviable 
reputation, but believes that a discriminatiug 
public, with the true facts in the casc, as nar- 
rated by him to THe ConstrruTion, in their 
Minds, will settle the case in the scales of 
EVEN HANDED JUSTICE. 

It is but just to the police of the town to say 
that they performed their duty like brave men 
will, perhaps, yield their lives as a testimonial 
to their heroic attempt to preserve the peace 
and good order of their little community. 
The marshal has a wife and five children,

Latest Development in the Chicago Sensa- 
tion. 

CuHicaGco, October 14.—Atten o’clock this 
morning Judge McConnell’s branch of the 
criminal conrt was called to order and court 
announced that the only business to be trans~ 
acted was the appointment of a special bailiff 
to summon veniremen in the Cronin case. He 
said that Daliff Carolan, who had been doing 
that work, had resigned on account of ill- 
health. In Carolan’s stead, the court appoint- 
ed Charlies L. Bonney, a young business man 
of American birth and ancestry. State’s At- 
torney Longenecker says that Bailiff Carolan 
has made a statement of the circumstances 
under which he summoned two*'fixed”’ venire- 
men and that his statement is perfectly 
satisfactory and exonorates him from all sus- 
picion in the matter.

John Graham, clerk in A. 8. Trude’s office, 
who is now under indictment, ‘was arrested 
Sunday night about 12 o’clock, and has 
been under jock and key ever since. He was 
the man who was to put up the money with 
which to bribe the jurors, and it is asserted 
that Judge Longenecker says that the evi- 
dence against him is very conclusive. After 
presenting indictments, the grand jury ad- 
journed for the afternoon, but the states at- 
torney says the case by vo means ends with the 
presentmeut, but will be much more far reach- 
ing than the most sanguine can suppose. 
Judge MeConnell’s court met at 2 p. m., but 
proceedings there were uneventful. The 
work of securing a jury was resumed from ven- 
iremen summoned by the new bailiff ap- 
pointed this morning. 

The indictments returned by the grand jury 
this afternoon is a joint bill against John 
Graham, Mark Salamon, Alexander L. Hanks 
and Fred W. Smith. After making the return 
the jury adjorrned until tomorrow. But little 
information about Graham could be secured at 
the oftice of Lawyer <A. S. Trude, where Gra- 
ham hasa desk, Lawyer Jenks said Graham 
had never been admitted tothe bar and had 
never practiced law. 

‘Hoe was simply a clerk,’’ said he, ‘‘and oc- 
cupied a desk in Trude’s reception room. He 
has never been in trouble before, and is the 
last man i would suspect of being concerned 
in this business. He has not been connected 
with the Cronin caso inany way, so far as I 
know.’’ 

This cvening it was learned from thestato’s 
attorney that Clerk Graham is the supposed 
‘*pronrinent citizen,’’ Whose mysterious con- 
finement in the Chicago avenue and Larrabee 
street police stations, gave rise to so many 
surmises. Graham gave $10,000 bond this 
evening and was released. 


Soup tee TAs 
ONE MAN SHOT TO PIECES, 
He Has Had 
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And, if Reports Be True, 
Knough of It. 
Grirrin, Gu., October 14.—[Special.]—In- 
formation reached the city. this morniug that 
Will Wells had shot Polk Davis all to pieces 
at Creswell. The closest questioning of par- 
ties from the scene of the accident failed to 
develop any cause for the shooting, or the ex- 
tent of the injuries sustained by Davis. There 
are three rumors afloat, and I give them all. 

One is that Davis had loaned Wells $4 in a 
game of cards, and upon hijs refusal to further 
advance to Wells a quarrel ensyed, which re- 
ulted in the shooting. 

Another is that the two men were friends, 
and that the shooting was accidental. It is 
hardly probable that the latter is true, since 
both men are considered pretty bad in a fight. 

The latest and in all probability the most 
authentic report comes from Charles Norton, 
who says that the parties began disputiug in 
regard to the money Davis had loaned Wells 
as they were on their way home,and that Davis 
fired his gun in the air, whereupon Wells or 
dered Davis to “get down,’’ and that Davis 
immediately did soin due and ancient form, 
and while 

DAVIS WAS ON HIS KNEES 
Wells shot him on the left side of his face and 
shoulder with a full charge of No. 9 shot. 
Wells left, but itis understood that he has 
since returned. 

Davis was supposed to be connected with 
the shooting of Policeman Berry here last fall, 
while Welis but recently engaged in a fight 
with a young gentieman clerking in the city, 
in which Wells came out second best, and re- 
ported to the local newspapers that he had 
enough, and was satistied. Both the men en 
gaged in this Jast affair at Creswell are dan- 
gerous when aroused or under the influence 
of liquor, but when sober are censidered 
peaceable. What their condition was on the 
occasion the difiiculty of Saturday night is 
not stated, except that they were ‘‘not drunk,’’

Edward Emerson, the philosopher’s son, who 
has been telegraphed for. A watch was at 
once placed at the grave, but. the general 
opinion here is that the miscreants accomp- 
lished their objectgand secured at least the 
skull, which was probably what they were 
after.

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| STEALING A STATE | 


MONTANA ABOUT TO BE WRESTED 
FROM THE DEMOCRATS. ‘ 


BY THROWING OUT A PRECINCT VOTE 


Which Will Give the Republicans a Maj 
ity on Joint Ballot in the Legislature 
and Secure the Two Senators. 


Cnicaao, October 14.—A special from H 
ena, Mont., toa morning paper says: : 

Colonel Seligman, chairman of the repul> 
lican central committee, announces that the 
republicans certainly have the Jegisiaturé, 
either by one or three majority. Official re- 
turns from Beaver Head county, elect James: 
P. Bennett (republican) to the lower house 
and Henry Bear (republican) is awarded the 
seat from Deer Lodgo by a majority of 4. 
Both these seats have heretofore been counted 
for the democrats. The count in Silver Bow 
county, of which Butte is the county seat, las 
been completed, but republican®counsel have 
protested against counting the returns from 
the eighth and thirty-fourth precincts Ar 
guments have been made before the board by 
counsel for both sides. if these 
precincts are thrown out it 
will elect nearly all the republican 
county officials and seat the repubiican state 
senator and two representatives from this 
county. Republican arguments were supple- 
mented by atlidavits alleging fraud in the 34th 
precinct, Objections to returns from the 8th 
precinct are purely technical. Both give demo- 
cratic majorities, The total membership of 
the legislature is 71, and by the above calcula- 
tion the republicans have 36, and probably 37. 
The canvass in Lewis and Clarke county 
(Helena) is still incomplete. The legislative 
vote is not yet counted. The democrats are 
alarmed at the outlook, and Marcus Daly has 
been summoned here from Anaconda to con- 
sult with Colonel] Broadwater, ex-Governor 
Hauser and other leading democrats. The In- 
dependent, democratic orgau, charges the re- 
publicans with an attempt to steal the legisla- 
ture and the two United States senators. 

THE REPUBLICANS JUBILANT. 

St. Paut, Minn., October 14.—A Pionecer- 
Press special from Helena, Mont., says: ‘The 
news from Butte that Silver Bow county can- 
vassing board had thrown out Homestake 
tunnel precinct, which gave a democrati¢ ma- 
jority of 160 out of 172 votes, was received 
here with jubilation by the republicnns and 
dismay by the democrats, because, if the 
courts sustain the decision of the canvassing, 
board, it will insure republican controi of the 
state legislature. Party feeling runs pretty 
high and the is much excitement ozor the news, 
but the general sentiment is that the matter 
will be left to the courts to adjudicate: 

AN INTERESTING COMPLICATION, 
however, will probably ensue over this mat 
ter. Without Silver Bow county the republi- 
cans would control both branches of the legis 
lature. Should the governor call that body 
together before the contest is settled a suffi- 
cent number of democratic members to pre- 
vent a quorum would probably-stay away so 
that he would probably be without a legisla 
ture until the supreme court decides the dis 
pute. Another interesting featnre is its effect 
upon the governorship. ‘Toole will not be in- 
augurated unless it is patent that. he is elected 
withouta big majority of the rejected pre- 
cinct. As the returns are now declared 
officially from every county in Montana, the 
legislature stand: Senate—repnblicans, 8; 
democrats, 8. House—republicans, 40; demo- 
crats, 20. 
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THE SUPREME COURT'S VIEW. 


That Body Differs With the Legislature and 
Declares Its Act Null and Void. 

The first act of the legislature at its present 
session which has come beiore the supreme court 
for review was on yesterday declared by that court 
to be unconstitutional, nulland void. The decision 
is specially important to the citizens of Fulton 
county, as the actin question required the levy ofa 
special tux for the payment of insolyent costs due 
Messrs. W. D. Ellisand H, C, Glenn, former solic- 
itors of the city court of Atlanta. 

These gentlemen came befvure the legislature last 
summer with a bill forthe full amount claimed to 
be due them, Mr. Glenn’s account amounting to 
about $10,000, and Mr. Ellis’s to about $4,000, - These 
amounts represented a balance, their costs haying 
been already collected in cases where the parties 
were able to pay, or where the fines and forfeitures 
fund was sufficient. They asked that the people of 
the county be subjected toa tax for its payment. 
The county commissioners came before the commit- 
tee that had the billin charge, and objected. The bill 
was finally passed, requiring alevy of the tax for 
the payment of not more than half nor Icss than a 
fiitth of the amount claimed, the amount within 
these limits to be fixed by the county commission - 
ers. 

The county commissioners declined to levy the 
tax, aud tne question came belore Judge Marshall 
J. Clarke in the superior court. Judge Clarke de- 
cided. bat the commissioners must levy the tax. 
The case was then carriedto the supreme court, 
with the result above announced, 

Justice Simmons delivered the opinion of the 
court, 

He cited the provision of the constitution that 
‘the general assembly shall not have power 
to delegate to any county the right to levy a tax for 
any purpose,” except certain purposes specified, 
one of which is “expenses of courts.”’ Counsel ad- 
mitted, he said, that unless these costs were ‘‘ex- 

venges of courts,”’ the act was unconstitutional, 
The'court did not think that such costs were 
“expenses of courts’ within the meaning ofthe 
constitution. This meaning was to 
be gathered from the usual and common construc- 
tion plac-d upon the words at the time the eonsti- 
tution was adopted, If they were “expenses of 
courts,’’ there would be no need for a special act of 
the legislature to require their payment, for the 
law already provided for their payment, the judge 
of the superior court having tbe power to compel 
yayment of ail neccssary expenses of the court. 
moreover’ the constitution forbids the jegislature to 
enact special laws where provision has already 
been made by an existing general law, 

To the argument that the legislature has the 
power to define what the constitution means by 
‘‘oxpenses of courts,’ Judge Simmons replies that 
this may or may not be true,'.ut if true the legislature 
has not done so in this act, because the act does not 
refer to these cost as ‘‘expenses of court,” but 
as claims due Messrs, E!lis and Glenn as former so- 
licitors of the court, 

He says it may be true that itisa great hardship 
upon such officers to compel them to serve the 
public without compensation, but itis the duty of 
the court to declare what the law is, and not what 
it ought to be, 

The opiuion incidentally makes the criticism 
upon the act that if these costs were expenses 0 
the court, they should be paid in full, and not 
twenty per cent thereof. 

Judge Simmons concludes as follows: “Let us ad- 
here to a strict construction of the constitution, at 
least so far as taxing the people is concerned. No 
man knows bow soon the legislature, the city gov- 
ernmentand county government own be in the 
bands of non-tax payers. These restrictions which 
are now so much complained of will then be 1d 
to the properly owners of the state, and ajbarrier 
against those who desire to put their hands in the 
public treasury.” f

THEIR BOUT YESTERDAY. 


THE FIRST DAY OF THE GREAT DRILL. 


At Piedmont Exposition Grounds—The Com- 
panies That Drilled Yesterday and 
Those That Will Drill To Day. 


Yesterday was a great day for Georgia’s 
volunteer soldiery. 

And it was also a great day for the exposi 
tion and the thousands of visitors that were 
within its gates. 

It was the opening of the first real competi- 
tive drill that has been held in Atlanta in a 
number of years. The day was an ideal one 
for such an event, bright and sunny, with a 
cool, bracing breeze, and all in all a drill 
never began under more auspicious circum- 
stances. 

The state companies, the only ones com- 
peting yesterday, were among the handsomest 
and best of the superb military organizations 
of which Georgia boasts. The uniforms were 
beautiful, and the sunlight glistening on the 
shining arms and equipments, made a sight 
than which a more brilliant or thoroughly at- 
tractive one could hardly be imagined. 

Allthe maneuvers were splendidly exe- 
cuted, and at times the applause was so en- 
thusiastic that the judges had to wave down 
the shouting multitudes in the grand stand. 

But yesterday was only a foretaste of whatis 
te be today, when the petted companies 
of the southern states will vie with each other 
for the mastery of arms. 

It will be such a day as comes but seldom— 
a day that will be long remembered by soldiers 
as well as citizens. All the contestants 
are here ready and eager for the gauge of 
battle, and it is generally conceded that a more 
closely contested drill never occurred in the 
south than that which will take place today. 

The city was alive yesterday and last night 
with strangers, who came to see to-day’s great 
contest. All the hotels were crowded to their 
fullest capacity, and the visitors were turned 
over to the care of private families. Late last 
night Macon sent a large addition to her dele- 
gation along with the Southern Cadets, who 
arrived on the 11 o’clock train. 

Everything indicates that to-day’s crowd 
will be the largest that has yet attended the 
exposition. They will not be disappointed, 
for the programme could not be surpassed. 

THE SQUAD DRILL YESTERDAY. 

Yesterday’s contest was opened with a squad 
drill, open toany company. The prize was a 
handsome ecilver cup, valued at $100, and the 
entries were the Perry Rifles, the Southern 
Cadets and the Branswick Riflemen, each put- 
ting up four men and a commanding officer. 

Promptiy at 11 o’clock the squad of the 
Perry Rifles came on the ground, just in front 
of the grand stand. Captain Davis com 
manded, the team being Sergeant Cater, Cor- 
poral Ragin and Privates Davisand Felder. 
Their drill was neatand regular, but several 
errors were made that will tell on them when 
the awards are made. 

Following the Perrys came the Brunswick 
Riflemen, commanded by Captain Morris. 
They put up a good drill and were cheered 
several times. 

The squad of the Southern Cadets,{consist- 
ing of Sergeants Wyly and Thomas and Cor- 
porals Craig and Bradford, in command of 
Captain Koff Simms was greeted with an ova- 
tion. Captain Simms and his squad did almost 
perfect work, and the audience at least con- 
ceded them first place in the squad drill. 

Neither of the Atlanta companies entered 
for the squad contest, though it was expected 
that both would show up. 

THE STATE COMPANIES’ DRILL, 

On the programme it was announced that 
the'state contest would commence at 11 o’clock, 
but the Floyd Rifles, who had “drawn first 
place, and should have been on hand at that 
hour, failed to appear. 

A conference was held between the judges— 
Lieutenants Stone, Hodson and Hughes—and 
after some time it was decided to allow them 
an hour, the second place company drilling in 
the meantime. 

At two minutes past twelve the Perry Rifles, 
the first prize winners in several contests, 
marched on the grounds from therearof the 
grand stand. As the flashy uniform and steady 
gait of the Perry boys came into sight, as they 
crossed the race track at the north end, the 
grand stand sent up cheer after cheer.

DEAD AND UNIDENTIFIED. 


An Aged Man Killed at Hill’s Park Yes- 
terday. 


Dead and unidentified! 

That was the fate of an aged white man at Hill’s 
park, four and a half miles from Atlanta, yesterday 
atternoon. 

The Marietta accommodation train was pulling 
in,andthe EKesst Tennessee train, which comes in 
on the line at that point, was a few minutes late. 

Engineer Bussey, of the Marietta train, slowed up 
to observe the station, and just then the East Ten- 
nessee cAme in, both trains running along in the 
tame direction, 

There isacurve in the road just at that point, 
and neither Eugineer Bussey nor Conductor 1 urner 
saw apybody about the track until a few yards 
further when suddenly two men stepped on the 
track, not thirty feet ahead of the train, 

They come as if they had just stepped off the Kast 
Tennessee track, and one of them sprang forward 
and escaped. The engineer flashed his engine, 
blew the whistle, and did everything, but in vain. 
In an instant 

THE OTHER MAN WAS STRUCK 
and thrown up on the pilot of the engine. 

Engineer Bussey was horrified, but the accident 
was unavoidable, and when the train was slowed 
up, the man was iving across the pilot dead, 

His companion came up to where be lay and said 
that he spoke to the dead man several times to look 
out, but the other seemed confused by the noise of 
the East Tennessee train and pois no heed, 

The man who escaped could tell nothing about 
the dead man. They were both umbrella menders, 
the dead man boing the elder of the two; and had 
— met yeste:day morning and were traveling to~ 
gether. 

They had not even asked each others names, 

WHvu Is HE?2 

The dead man wasa stout, well built man, of 
about fifty years, short, giay beard and bair nearly 
gray. He was very poorly clad ina ragged brown- 
ish suit, coarse breeches and heavy shoes, the 
worse for wear. 

There was no‘hing found on his person excepta 
stnal! purse containing fifty cents; ascrap of pa- 
per on which was wriiten in pencil: 

‘Reynolds one mile from the Lewis farm on the 
Federay, road,” 

As the old Federal road passes near the town of 
Reynolds, Ga., ti is probable that these were direc- 
tions given him while tramping through that sec< 
tion of country. 

He had a lunch of cold seraps wrapped in a piece 
of paper, and besides these articles there was noth - 
ing on his person, and no possible clew to his iden- 
tity. 

The body was taken up by the train men and 
brought to the city, where it was turned over to 
Wyley & Barclay, the undertakers, who prepared 
the body for burial. It was found that the Jeft foot 
was cut off at the ankle, and an ugly wound in the 
right temple showed the cause of the death of the 
wanderer. 

This morning at nine o'clock Judge Landrum 
acting Coroner, will hold an inquest on the re- 
mains. 

Strange to say this is the third man who has been 
killed at that point, and none of them were ever 
identified.

GROPING IN DARKNESS. 


ELECTRIC LIGATS SHUT OUT IN NEW 
YORK CITY. 


REVENGE OF ELECTRIC COMPANIES. 


The Principal Part of the Great City in 
Utter Darkness — Citizens Feeling 
Their Way to Their Homes 

New York, October 14.—It has now been de- 
cided that all electric light wires above ground 
must go. All companies doing business in the 
city have gotten out injunctions restraining 
the] mayor from interferring with their wires, 
but the way around these injunctions has been 
discovered. Under the laws of the state, no 
injunction can be served on the board of health 
unless eight days’ notice has been given, aud 
shoald the court this afternoon make the in- 
junctions against the mayor permanent, the 
board of health will take the matter in hand, 
and before the eight days have passed, not a 
wire will be left above the ground. 

THE CITY IN DARKNESS. 

The sudden determination of the Brush and 
United state companies today to shut off their 
city circuits plunged a large section of the city 
into darkness tonight, the time being too short 
to arrange for the lighting of thousands of gag 
lamps which have fallen into disuse since the 
In Madison square 
and Union square parks, around which the 
life of the city clusters at night,

~p and pedestrians in crossing the open squares 
» were obliged to take their bearings from hotel 
| and theater lights. 


A large number of streets 
were also darkened, and on that portion of 
Broadway occapied by commercial houses, 
closed at nightfall, the scene was dismal. 
The sky was starless, and the clouds served to 
intensify the effects produced by the absence 
of artificial light. Late in the af- 
ternoon, the two companies notified Suaper- 
intendent Marray of their determination and 
he ordered the captains of police precincts to 
instruct their commands to exercise extra 
vigilance, the darkness giving additional pro- 
tection to the criminal classes. The Brush 
compapy furnished the following list of streets 
which it had left in darkness: Broadway, 
Seventh avenue, from Fourteenth to Fifty- 
ninth streets; Fonrteenth, Twenty-Third, 
Thirty-Fourth and Foity-Second streets from 
river toriver; Fifth avenue from Twenty- 
Sixth to Fiity-Ninth streets; Fifty-Ninth 


| street from Third to Ninth avenues; Grand 


street from Broadway to Sullivan streets; Irv— 
ing Place from Fourteenth to Twentieth 
streets; Fourth avenue from Fourteenth 
to Forty--Second streets; Madison 
square and Union Square park. The United 
States coinpany, lighting an equaily impor- 
tant district, also turned out ali city lights In 
places here and there lights on what are 
known as‘‘commercial circuits,” glimmered 
through the gloom. Pedestrains shunned the 
dark places and took to the street cars when 
compelled to go through them. The rain added 
to the general discomfort and a strong wind 
pierced the marrow of the wayfarer. 

City Hall park wore an unwonted appear< 
ance. The outlines of the great buildings le- 
cated ther@ were hardly distinguishable in the 
gioom, and the clock on the city hall seemed 
like a great disk of light, with no apparent 
support. On the Bowery, where almost every 
storekeeper has an electric light burning all 
night, the scene was doubly dismal by con- 
trast, the half dozen lights furnished by the 
East River company, whose wires are new and 
have impreved insulation, doing little to re- 
lieve the somber effect. Concert hails, where 
brilliant illuminations has been the leading 
attractions, suffered considerably, their gas. 
plants having deteriorated through disuse. 

One big store had one solitary candle in a 
window with a card bearing this legend: 
“There’s no electric light, but we still live.’? 
On Third avenue, upto Eighty Ninth street, 
where the Mount Morris company’s lamps be- 
gin, the effect was even more pronounced, the 
elevated structure contributing to the funeral 
aspect. In some stores oll lamps, candles and 

EVEN CHINESE LANTERNS 
were called into play. On some streets where 
electricity has been introduced chiefiy becanse 
of its efficiency as a moral agent, the pedes- 
trian was atthe mercy of the fourth ward 
tough, but the vigilance of the police made up 
in a great measure for the lack of illumination. 
Brooklyn bridge has its own electric plant, 
and the lighting of that structure was not in- 
terfered with.

WR. MARKENS AND HIS WIFE BADLY 
— HUvuR : 


A Freight Train Backs Into a Carriage Car- 
3 rying a Prominent Citizeu and His Wife 
to the Depot--The Driver Badly Hurt. 


Mr. George Markens, his wife and a hack- 
man named John Smith escaped death last 
night by almost a miracle. 

A freight train on the East Tenneesseoe road 
ran into the carriage in which they were cross- 
ing the railroad tracks at Mitchell street and 


broke it to atoms. Al) the occupants of the 
vehicle were thrown out and injured painfully. 
Several doctors, however, who hastened to the 
scene pronounced the driver to be the only one 


in a dangerous condition. 

Last night Mr. Markens expected his cousin, 
Mr. Friedlander, of Florida, to arrive in At- 
lanta, and he determined to go with his wife 
and child to the East Tennessee depot to moet 
him. Mr. Markens lives with his family at 
the Leyden house. When he started from 
there at 7 o'clock the wind was so bitterly 


cold that Mrs. Markens objected to taking her 
child, and the little one was taken back and 
left in charge of the nurse. 

This change had occupied so much time that 
Mr. Markens feared to miss the 7:30 train. An 
empty hack passed just at that moment, and 


he hailed it. When the driver started he was 
told to drive fast. The man obeyed orders 
and in five minutes he was approaching the 
depot. As he passed the Central railroad 
office the electric lights about the East Ten 
nessee platform cast a blaze of light across the 
tracks and showed a clear way. 

Thesmall signal house obstructs the view 
pf the tracks in one direction, and a line of 
freight cars hid approaching trains from the 
other. Just as the carriage got squarly across 
the last track a car rushed outof the dark- 
ness. The driver saw it coming and struck 
his horse with the whip. Theanimal gave a 
spring but it was too late. Mr. Markens had 
just enough time to throw his arms about his. 
wife when the collision came. A _ second 
later a shattered heap of splinters was all that 
remained of the carriage, and two motionless 
figures lay apparently under the wheels of the 
freight car. ; 

Several men who were near ran to their as- 

sistance. They found Mr. Markens still clasping 
~~ his wife in his arms and lying lengthwise 
against the track. Mrs. Markens’s body was 
twisted in such a way that her limbs were 
across the track and the iron flange of the 
wheel was pressing against the flesh. Six inches 
more and her leg would have been cut off. 
Willing hands lifted them and carried them 
into Mr. Roe Bridwell’s house by the railroad 
track where a number of kind ladies did all in 
their power to ease their pain. 

While Mr. and Mrs. Markens were being 
taken to the house, a search was being made 
for the driver, Fora few minutes he could 
not be found. A groan from the wreck of 
the carriage gave notice of his whereabouts and 
he was found crushed between the dashboard 
and the body of his carriage. He was extri- 
cated with some difficulty and taken to the 
waiting room of the depot. When Dr. Nic- 
oison arrived he had him removed to his office, 
and on a closer examination found that several 
ribs were broken, his shoulder was dislocated 
and he had probably received internal injuries. 

After Mr. and Mrs. Markens had recovered 
conscidusness they were both found to be 
budly bruised. Neither of them could walk 
without great pain, but no bonesiwere broken. 
They were assisted into a hack and taken 
to the Leyden house, where their own plysi- 
cian cared for them. 

Mr. Markens has for years been a prominent 
business man of Jacksonville. He came to 
Atlanta recently, bringing with him excellent 
letters to prominent men here. Hi decided to 
remain in Atlanta and opened a wholesale 
liquor business on South Pryor street. In the 
short time he has been here he has impressed 
everybody with whom hehas had dealings 
with his ability and rectitude.

HIS REMANKS AT THE DINNER 
GIVEN BY MR. SPALDING. 


He Favors a Tariff So Adjusted as to Give 
Incidental! Protection—The Policy Which 
Made New England is Good for the South, 


Tue CoNsTITuTION has received a number 
of requests for the short speech which Hon. 
Pat Walsh made at the dinner given by Mr. 
Jack J. Spaldinga few evenings since. As 
Mr. Walsh wasinthe minority in the tariff 
talk, there has been great interest felt con- 
cerning his views as he expressed them, The 
following is the speech taken stenographically 
by Dr. Coledge: 

In response to calls, Mr. Walsh spoke as fol- 


ows: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: It gives me great 
pleasure to be here upon this occasion as the guest 
of my honored friend, Mr. Spalding, who extended 
to me, as he did to yourselves, a pressing invitation 
to be with him tonight. He seemed to lay special 
stress upon the fact, on account of my well-known 
position in reference to a great economic question, 
But it gives me 
pleasure, my friends, to state here, and to state 
everywhere, that | am a democret first, and as to 
the economie question it is simp ya matter upon 
which men may differ honestly, but when the party 
has spoken those who are in the minority should 
always gracefully submit to the will of the majority. 
[Applause. }

of tariff revision, tariff reduction, tariff reform. 
{ Applause. } 

Having an abiding conviction, however, that our 
success politicaily and mafteriaily, both as a party 
anda nation, is based upon protection to our manus 
facturing industries, I do no violence to the his- 
tory and teachings ot the democratic perty from 
Jefierson to Cleveland in advocating the policy ofa 
tariff for reyenae with incidental protection to our 
industries, It is not inconsistent with this position 
te maintain tbat every dollar that is taken from the 
pockeis of the pcople of this country, over and 
above what isnecessary for an honest and economi- 
cal administration of the government, is public 
robbery. [{Applause, ] 

but, while reiorming and revising and reducing 
the tariff, it should dwne upon the 
basis of incidental protection, and 
not upon that of free trade. The policy 
Wich has built up sterile and frigid New Eng- 
land, and madeit the great money power of this 
cuvuntry, the treasury, so to speak, of the republic, 
is good for the deveiopment of thesouth which is 
blessed beyond any section of our union with min- 
erals, and agricultural and manufacturing re- 
sources, -The economic policy that has built up the 
eastern and middle states, ifapplied to the south 
for the next ten or twenty years, will make it the 
greatest audi most prosperous section of this union. 

I have no personal Interest in adyocating a protee- 
tive tariff! Asa member of the democratic party, 
asacitizen ofthe south, Il advocate that line of 
policy and when a man teeis a strong conviction

great and properous other sections of this country, 
it is his duty to advocate it. We know, 
the czuses which bave heretofore operated against 
the industrial development of the south.

WHY THEY KESIGNED. 


The Three Ex-Members of the Joint Confer- 
ence Committee Explain Their Position. 


Below is given in full the communication 
embodying the resignations of Messrs Glenn, Smitb, 
and Simmons, from the joint committce on confer- 


ence. 

A synopsis of the paper was printed when the 
first nevts of their resignation was given. 

Below, and in their own words; their case is set 
forth. 

Mr. Speaker: We, someof the members of 
the joint committee of conference on Western 
and Atlantic railroad, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing statement and requests. The resolutions 
under which wehaye been appointed and have 
acted are as follows: 

Mr. Rankin, chairman on the part of the house, 
of the commitiee of conference on the difference of 
the two houses in regard to resolution No. 88 of the 
senate, submitted the tollowing report: 

Mr. Speaker: The committee of conference of the 
two houses appointed to investigate the facts per- 
taining tothe Western aud Atlantic railroad, here- 
with submit the following report and resolutions, 
and ask their adoption towit: 

Whereas, it is alleged by the persons who own or 
control the lease of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, thatthey have claims against the state of 
Georgia, as lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad; and whereas, the lessees express a wish 
to adjust and settle such claims; and whereas. 
neither the validity of such ciaims nor the duty of 
the state to allow the same, or make any settiement 
thereof is admitted; but whereas, it can work no 
harm to receive from said lessees an authorita- 
tive statement of what they claim, and how 
they propose to settle the same; and whereas, it is 
important that the legislature should know just 
what engines, cars and other personal property of 
the state, the Western and Atlantic Railroad com- 
pany received from the state which it can, and will 
return to the state at the end of the present lease, 
aud a classification ofthe same, and what settle- 
ment the lessees propose to make for such engines, 
cars and other personal property, which cannot be 
returned at the emd of the present lease. 

1. Therefore be it resolved, That a joint commit- 
tee, consisting of five from the senate and nine from 
the house, be appoiuted by the respective presiding 
officers of the two houses to confer with the lessees 
of the Western and Ailantic railroad company, and 
ascertain from said lessees what claims they make

Resolved 5th. That upon agreement as to the time 
and place of meeting, the chairman notify the com- 
mittee and cail the same togethe-. 

On the afternoon of the day upon which the com~« 
mittee passed these resolutions the fullowing was 
introduced int@ the house by Mr. Hagrell, one of 
the minority of the committee: 

Resolved, That it was the intention of the house, 
in the resolutions appointing a joint commitice to 
confer with the lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad company, to confine the duties of said com- 
mittee only to receive from said lessees a full and 
complete statement of the imatters contained in 
said resolutions, for transmission tothe house, and 
that said committee be instructed to receive said 
statement in writing so that in a matter of suchim- 
portance there can be no mistake or misunder- 
standing. 

From the above resolution of the house it is ap- 
parent that they are not willing to leave to the 
committee the manner and method of arriving at 
the result, the ascertainment of which was com« 
mitted to their charge. 

There is no division in the committee as to the 
powers which they possess. It is not now, and 
never has been, contended that they possessed any 
greater power than the mere arriving at certain 
facts and reporting them to the house. The only 
point of difference is as to the manner of procedure. 
The majority never have, and do not now contend, 
that they have any of the powers of a judicial tn- 
bunal to swear witnesses, to hear argument orto 
pass upon the matter, and rendera judgment and 
report the same to the house and ask their affir- 
mance thereof, They docontend that they were 
charged with something morethan the mere min- 
isterial act of recciving a letter from the lessees and 
bearing said ictter to the house. It wassaid when 
the question was up that it was ove of great impor- 
tance. When the conference resolutions were 
passed it was again said that the two presiding 
officers should exerc'se great judgmeni ad discre~ 
tion in the appointment. Surely this was not and 
could not be true if all that was to be done was this 
and thisenly. A page could bave performed this 
duty just as well.”

ever we consirue our powers as of 
smallest, merely to ascertain the 

and report the same. But as iQ 
the method of ascertainment we believe tha® 
it was committed to us, whatever report we make, 
and it would net and could not have gone beyond 
this, had to be acted upon bythe senate and the 
houses, We could only have offorded material 
for their judgment. If we could have been con 
trolled or swayed by improper motives, or had ar- 
rived at wrong results, they, by the very terms of 
the resolution, have no validity, and in the nature 
of things must be approved by the two houses. 

One other word, We were appoiuted not simply to 
getan exparte statewent, but to elicit the facts as 
shown by the resolution, If we get nothing but 
their statement, we only balf sdischarge our duty, 
and report not the-facts, but the facts as contended 
for by the lessees. The action of the house of 
Wednesday restricts us to this, and this alone, 

We will only refer to the fact that this resolution 
underjwhich weare acting isajoint resolution and 
that only a joint construction could bind us and 
thatthe house resolution can therefore only be con- 
strued as an expression of lack of confidence, and 
we, although perhaps not bound, legally speaking, 
to obey, as the senate has never concurred therein, 
nor been asked todo so yet. If we disobeyed we 
would run counter tothe house of which we are 
members and this we have no disposition to do, 

This is purely a business proposition and should 
be dealth with as such and in this way alovpe we 
wish to deal with them. We believe tat this leg- 
islature and not our committce should settle this 
matter and not leave it to the uncertain hazards of 
legislation in a foreign tribunal and that we should 
hare reported the tacts upon which to do it. 

Our understanding of the siiuation is that it has 
been persistently charged and believed by the 
world outside of the state of Georgia that the lessees 
of the Western and Atlantic raiiroad hare sought 
again and again to ®ave an impartial examination 
ofthe'rclaims against the state, and have again 
and again been refused a hearing by the various 
legislatures representing the state; that the present 
legisiature, realizing the justice of at least listening 
to the demands of their tenants, has authorized the 
appointment of the committee, of which we have 
the honor to be members, for the purpose of forever 
putting it ontof the power of anyone to say that 
any foreign legislation hereafter to be instituted 
was directly traceabie to the refusal of the legisia- 
ture of Géorgia to even hear the lessees on all points 
connected with their claims; that the  legis- 
lature desired to have all the facts in 
this case brought to their attention, withont 
restriction and without conditions, so that 
having those facts before them without reserve, and 
having carefully considered them, they might pass 
their solema and weil considered judgment on their 
justice, and whatever might be their decision, it 
could never be charged with being hasty and ill. 
digested. 

‘It will be observed that beyond the written 
statement, the only privilege conceded to the les- 
sees was to appear before the committee and make 
ap oral statement in vindication of or in expiana- 
tion of their claims. It was intended that every 
word said, every expression used, shonld be taken 
down and returned with tbe written statement of 
the claim to the two houses. It was only done asa 
courtesy to the distinguished United States senator 
whose fecbleness n tated all the courtesy 
which could be extended. Nor was exceeding six 
hours to be devoted to, this purpose, and that to be 
done at night time, asit did not interfere with the 
business of the two . This is the head and 
front of our offending with reference to any 
Spgg extended to them, and we thought 
8s they ad been faithful tenants 
this slight courtesy should be extended. Every one 
of us are unqualifiedly oppored to betterments, and, 
therefore, thought we could at least show them t 
slight favor, aud thus emphasize our wish to clear 
up this question if possible.

Does Not Meet the Requirements. 

When the motion to indefinitely postpone 
the Olive bill and substitutes was before the 
house last week, several members, admitting 
that this legislation was unnecessary and 
unwise, urged its adoption on the plea that 
the general assembly was under the consti- 
tutional duty of passing some law on this 
subject. 

They claim that they have sworn to sup- 
port the constitution. That the last para- 
graph of article IV. of the constitution in- 
structs the general assembly to enforce the 
provisions of that article, and that para- 
graph IV. of section II. prohibits the gen- 
eral assembly from authorizing any corpora- 
tion to buy shares of stock or make any con- 
tract or agreement where these acts tend to 
flefeat competition or encourage monopoly, 
and declares such contract or agreement 
void; that they must carry this into effect, 
and whether or not the particular legisla- 
tion proposed will help or hurt the state is, 
they say, not therefore to be considered. It 
is manifest that this paragraph IV. does not 
itself commend that any legislation shall be 
passed. It prohibits the legislature from 
authorizing corporations to do certain things, 
and it declares those things when done void. 
Unless, therefore, the last paragraph of 
article IV. requires that every provision of 
every paragraph of this article shall be en- 
forced by legislation, we must find some- 
thing outside the words of either paragraph 
which will require legislation to cripple it. 
Now it is very clear that no legislation 1s 
needed to prevent the general assembly from 
fisobeying this paragraph IV. of section II. 
It is certain it would be absurd to pass laws 
forbidding the general assembly to do these 
things; it is manifest that it was never in- 
tended that the general assembly should 
by appropriate laws enforce this prohibition 
on the legislature and legislate against its 
own future action. Hence, it is clear that 
the last paragraph does not contemplate 
that every provision of this article calls for 
appropriate legislation to enforce it. 

But let us go through the entire article. 
Paragraph I. of section I. defines the nature 
of the right of taxation and forbids the 
general assembly or any other department 
of. the government to irrevocably give, 
grant, limit or restrain these rights and de- 
eclares all laws, grants, contracts, etc., so 
doing null and void. Has the general as- 
semb!y ever thought that the mandate to 
enforce the provisions of this article by ap- 
propriate legislation called for legisla - 
tion to enforce this paragraph? Would 
any sensible man contend that it did 
not enforce itself or was not intended to be 
self-operative? 

Again paragraph II. of section II. of this 
article, regulating the exercise of the right of 
eminent domain and the police power and 
the authority of the general assembly in 
these respects, has been recognized as self- 
executory and as needing no legislation to 
make it fully operative. Would any sane 
Mian claim that paragraph III. of this sec- 
tion Il., forbidding the general assembly 
from relieving the forfeiture of a charter 
except on certain conditions, and declaring 
the effect of accepting any amendment to a 
charter, called for appropriate legislation to 
~eriforce it? We imagine that it would take 
amore reckless constitutional lawyer than 
" gny ever yet discovered to seriously maintain 
such a position. " 

A glance at paragraph IV. of section II. 
shows that it belongs to the same class of self- 
executory provisions as the paragraph above 
pointed out. Justas in paragraph I. of sec- 
tion 1., so in this paragraph IV. of section 
II. the general assembly is forbidden to pass 
laws authorizing certain contracts, and 
such contracts are declared null and void. 
What are the objects of such provisions? 
First, the prohibition of the legislature from 
authorizing certain things. Second, the 
declaring of snch things if done to be null 
and void, so that no rights might be ac- 
quired by reason of them. A book full of 
statutes could not more effectively prohibit 
the legislature nor render the interdicted 
contracts more illegal and void. - 

But the important point is that unless it 
ean be shown that each provision of each 
paragraph of this article is required to be 
enforced by appropriate legislation, then it 
cannot be claimed that this last paragraph 
of the article requires the passage of a law 
to enforce any other paragraph unless it ap- 
pears from an inspection of that paragraph 
itself that it calls for such legislation. 

It must be admitted that section I. and 
paragraphs II., III. and IV. need no appro- 
priate legislation and that this command as 
to appropriate legislation does not apply to 
them. We have shown it does not apply to 
paragraph IY., the paragraph under discus- 
sion, and it will not do to say it does unless 
some other reason for it can be shown. 
When once it is admitted that there are 
other paragraphs of the same article to 
which this mandate has no application, and 
that the major part of this paragraph, 
namely, the prohibition on the general as- 
sembly, needs no legislation tw enforce it. 

There are paragraphs I. and V. of section 
UL. of this article prohibiting discrimination, 

_ vesting the power and authority in the gen- 
eral assembly to regulate rates and forbid- 
ding rebates, etc., under suitable penalties 
to be prescribed, and it is these provisions 
that are to be enforced by suitable legislation 
_ «not the mere declaration of a legal conse- 
_ quence attending a void action. But there 
_ @fe reasons why the _ constitution 
_ did not contemplate any legislation 


_ to carry into effect the mere declaration that 


_ tertain contracts were to be illegal and void. 

_ When they were once so declared, any one 

- @gainst whom they were sought to be en- 
_, flor could plead the filegality, and any 
one whose legal rights were impaired by 

_ their existence could proceed to have them 
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and procedures to accomplish all these ends, 
aud more would have been futile. 

But even if this article of the constitution 
called for laws enforcing this particular 
provision, the constitution does not pre- 
scribe how it shall be enforced, and the 
responsibility for the method employed 
rests with full force on each legislator. 
His oath of office, while requiring him to 
support the constitution, recognizes that 
the constitution itself is not an end, buta 
means to an end—namely, the welfare and 
prosperity of the state. It makes every leg- 
islator further swear that on all questions 
and measures, whether adopted to carry out 
the constitution or not, he will act as will, 
in his judgment, be most conducive to the 
interests and prosperity of this state. 

If the bill proposed as a method to carry 
out this provision of -the constitution is not 
so conducive, clearly under their oath of 
office it is not appropriate legislation. 

We have shown above that no provision is 
needed to give to every person effected in 
their legal rights by any contract, de- 
nounced by the constitution, a complete 
remedy. This proposed legislation is not 
necessary for the protection of any of this 
class. It is designed either to introduce 
the state on the scene as the litigant 
plaintiff or to permit strangers in interest 
to use her name for the purpose of harassing 
corporations. Thissort of legislation is not 
only not appropriate, but is vicious, debauch- 
ing tothe public morals and undemocratic in 
its character, 

When the constitutional convention had 
this article before it, it struck out provis- 
ions allowing any citizen, or the governor, 
upon information, on his own account, 
from seeking to forfeit the charter of any 
corporation. It struck them out on the 
express ground that this would encourage 
‘‘annecessary legislation’ and ‘‘blackmail- 
ing litigation.’? This present bill offers 
fewer opportunities for blackmailing corpo- 
rations than any other offered. It is idle to 
talk about the permission from the gov- 
ernor, etc., being any protection. Permis- 
sion will be granted on the ex parte state- 
ment of persons wishing to bring suit in 
ignorance of the true facts. 

The only difference between the Olive 
bill as it was originally and as it is altered 
by substitute, is that the first started with 
forfeiting the charter, and thus producing 
insolvency. The present bill proposes to 
impose such a fine and so impair the de- 
fendant company’s credit as in a short 
time to produce insolvency, thus forcing 
foreclosure and a practical dissolution of 
the company and loss of its charter. 

But the bill is grossly undemocratic, It 
was never meant for the state of Georgia 
to be suing to redress alleged wrongs 
done ‘to private’ citizens, If they 
have any legal right they can 
now bring their own suit. If they 
have no such right they ought not 
to be allowed to sue. This thing of having 
the state come in to bring these suits that 
private parties ought to bring in the ordinary 
way is the very essence of paternal govern- 
ment. Again, as the state is not otherwise 
suable, when sie comes into court by her 
attorney-general in the cases contemplated 
by this bill, the defendant railroad company 
could plead in the very suit that the state 
had damaged it thousands or perhaps a mil- 
lion dollars, by allowing their suit to be 
brought and it might turn out, as often it 
would, that some insolvent and irresponsi- 
ble railroad rival had instigated the suit on 
false information. In such a case ifa jury 
allowed large damages against the state for 
such a course it would not be surprising. 

Let the constitution stand as its framers 
intended. Let us avoid legislation which 
ean accomplish so much of evil when it is 
admitted that its defeat would do no harm 
to any citizen of Georgia. 

The railroad combination at which this 
bill is aimed does not fear its legal effect, 
but only the litigation and loss of credit it 
will bring. It has been operating practi- 
cally for nearly three years and in that time 
freight rates have been reduced, railroad 
building has been very greatly increased— 
Georgia being for the last year the leading 
state of the union, A vast prospect of com- 
mercial independence and industrial de- 
velopment have been placed by it in our 
grasp. Noact of wrong has been shown 
toward a single person, nor to any interest 
dependent on the railroads. 

It is said the farmers of Georgia demand 
this legislation. We deny it. It is ques— 
tionable if over one-tenth of them have 
ever attended the alliance meetings at 
which it has been indorsed and itis very cer- 
tain that no explanation or opposition to it 
has ever been made in the alliance meetings. 
Whereever it has been understood, as in the 
State Agricultural society at Cedartown, 
the legislation has not been indorsed. 

The talk about 60,000 farmers opposing 
approving it is the merest bosh, not worthy 
toimpose on anyone. Whatever sentiment 
there is has been worked up by certain pol- 
ticians who arejusing the Farmer’s Alliance 
for their own selfish political purpose. We 
are entirely content to stand by the final 
judgment of the farmers of Georgia acting 
for themselves, It will not do for those 
who vote for this bill to shelter themselves 
behind an alleged constitutional mandate— 
no such mantdate exists—on the contrary, 
the people will expect them to act under 
their oaths so as to mast conduce to Geor- 
gia’s interest and welfare. 


A Georgia Welcome. 

A royal Georgia welcome awaits Governor 
David Bennett Hill tonight. 

A nobler democrat, a more uncom- 
promising friend of the people than Gov- 
ernor Hill does not exist. The people of 
Georgia will feel proud to grect one who so 
worthily wears the honors of his own people, 
and while here Governor Hill may feel at 
home among friendsand fellow countrymen.

RAILWAY POLICY. 


The True Course for the Legislature to 
Pursue Ontlined, 
From the Brunswick, Ga., Times. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 12.—To The 
Times: The writer, some years ago, pubiisned an 
article in a local paper entitled ‘‘The True Railroad 
Policy for Georgia.’’ Atthat time the Central was 
acquiring roads as feeders and practically blockaa- 
ing Port Royal and Brunswick, the result being 
that nearly all the freighis went to Savannah, The 
Montgomery and Eufaula road had been purchased, 
shutting off westward connection for the Brunswick 
aud Albany road, Struggleas we might, we could 
get for this port little more than a barély local 
trade. The article was written at atime when it 
was rumored and believed that the Central in'end - 
ed the purchase of the Brunswick and Albany rail- 
road, with a view to shut off all else from us. 

The point made was that this policy was not 
beneficial to Savannah or the Centra! road of Geor- 
gia; that the time and brains end money ably but 
not wisely spent in crippling rival roads and cities 
could be far more wisely spent in reaching out 
across the territory of Georgia for some portion of 
the vast products of the west and southwest, then 
being carried to New York and Norfolk; that every 
pound of freight carried over Georgia soil to a 
Georgia port from across her borders increased her 
wealth, and that the combined efforts of railroads 
and seaports in Georgia directed to thatend would 
benefit each greatly without the waste and 
loss incident to efforts to bottle up seaports and 
kill oft railroads. Only two years ago the Central’s 
cotton territory was as far as possible sealed and 
shut up as against Brunswick buyers. But last sea- 
son the gates were partially opened. The East Ten- 
nessee, also, which formeriy came this sde of 
Macon after cotton for Norfolk, and carried all the 
rest it could get to Savannah, recognizing that it 
had a port unsurpassed by any on the south Atlan-~ 
tic coast at Brunswick, two years ago commenced 
turning cotton to Brunswick. The cotton figures in 
the paragraphs, *‘The city we live iv,” show what 
its change in policy bas done for Brunswick. The 
wonderful growth of our city in the past three years 
also demonstrates it. Thechange of ownership of 
the Brunswick and Western has under its wise 
management been a wonderful factorin our growth, 
changing the licy which carried everything 
which could be diverted at Waycross for Savavunah, 
to a policy giving Brunswick, not only the full ben- 
efitof its local trade, but also opening to it a fair 
chance to compete in the territory of the Savannah. 
Florida and Western Railway company. Its con- 
nection with the Alabama Midlaud via the Savau- 
nah, Floridaand Western, opens up also a mag- 
nificent territory in Alabama to our cotton and 
wholesale merchants. In the meantime 
Savannah has grown as it never 
grew beforo in its history; and this Savannah 
growth is a magnificent demonstration that the 
old and narrow poiicy of trying to kill off Bruns- 
wick as a possible rival of Savannah, and to kill off 
the Brunswick and Western road as a possible rival 
of the Central, was a mistake, and that it was a 
mistake too for the Central and East Tennessee to 
be forever fighting each other, a mistake which 
hurts both roads and hurts the people as well, and 
that all Georgia interests have been advanced by 
the consolidation of her railroads into systems 
which rely largely for support upon the business of 
other states brought across our territory to our ports, 
Should the full scope of the plans of this consoli- 
dated system of roads be carried ont by connection 
with Gould's system of roads, the Georgia ports will 
all have business so far in excess of the dreams 
of their most sanguine citizens as to 
leave no time for rivary and no need 
forit. Knowing nothing but mere rumor of the 
ultimate plans ofthe Alabama Midland, it is pre- 
dicted here thatin less than two years it will be- 
come a great southwestern and western system; 
and the further prediction is made that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville will also reach a Georgia port 
with its own lines. There is but one thing which 
can defeat these glorious results for Georgia: That 
is unwise and narrow and restrictive legislation. 
If the legislature will keep its hands off, Georgia 
will grow great and powerful, her people prosper- 
ous and happy from the toll that the products of 
other states will pay as they pass over Georgia terri- 
tory to Georgia poris. Tle gulf poris cannot com- 
pete with us, ior we have advantages of quick dis- 
patch and low insurance. GLYNN,

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Rtocks as Reported at the New York Stock

NEW YORK, October 14.—The stock market 
was exceptionally feverish, unsettled and in por- 
tions weak, today, though the general ran of rail- 
road stocks were well sur sported aod a few dis- 
played uncoubted strength.

lumbus. Cincinnati and St Louis were most prom- 
geinent, the last named be ing bought by insiders 
‘with considerabie talk of Gividends and trusts re- 
sumed their oid time prominence in the market and 
were raided vigorously throughout the entire day, 
and while most ofthe buying had the appearance of 
coming ‘rom insiders, there did not seem to be 
any real suppo'tin the market. 

There vas sulll no decision in the North River Re« 
finary case, though it was held up asa bugbear to 
holders and would be buyeis of sugar refiners, The 
stock was knocked off trom 83 last Saturday to 78% 
and rallied si: ghtly, but another raid sent the price 
down to 76'4 and it closed weak at 7644. Cot- 
ton ol had an appearance of strength at the 
opening, bit the stock was raided with sugar. and 
-while there appeared to be sealed buying order, 
they Were not of suflicient magnitude to stop the 
decline, and it dropped from 45 to 4944, recovering 
to 40'z.
